TOWN HALL PLANNED 


TM Gerald Bouchard is to pre- 


*M@) sent the 1965 Budget to the Board 


of Selectmen, tomorrow, in the 
Town Hall. ~ 

As it is being presented it re- 
presents a figure of $4,058,000 
for the town’s expenditures in 
1965 = (not including Water and 
Sewer Department, which has an 
independent accounting), and will 
be the first time that the town of 
Wilmington has had a budget fi- 
gure of over $4,000,000, 

The estimated tax rate for 1965, 
according to Bouchard’s figures, 
will be $40.42. 

The budget includes a figure 
estimated at $546,550 for Warrant 
Articles, to be acted upon in the 
1965 Town Meeting. 

Some of the figures, in the 
warrant articles are; Preparation 
of peliminary plans for a new 
Town Hall, $6,000; preparation 
of preliminary plans for a new 
‘Library, $6,000; Sidewalk pros 
jects $25,000; Tennis Court light- 
ing $4,300; new bath house at 
Town Beach $7,500; three piay- 
grounds $25,000; land takings and 
construction of three wells, 
$350,000, 

The budget, this year, has a 
tabulated list which is thought to 
be complete, of estimated revenues 
for the town, The listing takes up 
four pages, All revenue sources 
are now codified, and spelled out 
in detail, according to Mr. Bou- 
chard, and the town wili be able 
to have a monthly financial state- 
ment.

this year, is $11,006 as interest on 
the investments made in U.S, 
Treasury notes, by the ‘Town Man- 
ager. He had hoped to have a 
larger sum, but the injunction 
against the mailing of tax bills 
held up the collection oftax money, 

Bouchard notes that the inability 
of the town to collect taxes not 
only decreased the amount of 
money he expected to make in his 
investment in U.S, Treasury Notes 
but also has had the effect of de- 
pleting the ‘Free Cash’ for 1965 
to a zero figure, This has a ser- 
fous and adverse effect on the 
actual tax rate for the year, 

Two new types of expenses show 
this year, A sum of $3400 is bud- 
geted for the Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority, and 
$1248 for the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council, This latter fi- 
gure represents two years’ costs, 
the per year cost being $624, 

Bouchard ts in favor ofthe MTBA 
and MAPC payments, as being 
beneficial to Wilmington, He thinks 
that the MTBA payment ts a very 
nominal one for Wilmington, to 
have the town integrated into the 
over~all metropolitan transporta- 
tion system, which this year has 
an estimated deficit of $18 millions 

With the Selectmen, as they be- 
gin their consideration of the bud- 
get, will be two members of the 
Finance Committee, representing 
that group, It will be the first 
time in over four years that mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee 
have sat with the Selectmen in 
such a meeting,

WANTED TO MEET WITH THE 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


In the Selectmen’s meeting of 
August 26, 1964, after the Town 
Crier had broken the news of the 
increased valuations of land in 
business and industrial zones of 
Wilmington, two statements were 
made by John Brooks. 

Mr, Brooks told the other mem- 
bers that the tax rate would have 
increased $5 or $6 if there had 
not been an increase in the com- 
mercial and industrial properties, 
and he further said that where pro- 
fits were being made by industries 
that they should be made to pay. 

After a group of the people who 
own industrial and commercial 
land had a meeting with the Se- 
lectmen, several yeeks ago, Se- 
lectman Brooks, the following 
week, moved, and it was voted 
that the Selectmen should try to 
follow up on the offer of Allick 
Epstein, to discuss the questions, 

A letter was written to Mr. 
Epstein, a week ago, saying that 
the Selectmen, Finance Committee 
Planning Board, Town Counsel and 
Town Manager would meet with a 
group of the business people. 

Mr, Epstein wrote an answer, 
on the same letter, and mailed it 
back. It was mailed last Saturday, 
and it was to be expected that 
{t would be read inthe Selectmen’s 
meeting Monday night. 

However, the letter was not 
delivered to Chairman Rene La 
Rivee until Tuesday. 

Mr. Epstein, in effect, wrote 
on the back of the letter, ‘We 
wanted to meet with the Board 
of Selectmen’.

Lewis was notified after gradu- 
ation that we was acceptedtoteach 
English in Liberia, You may be 
sure Werushedto see a World Map 
to find out where Liberia was, We 
found a tiny country on the west 
coast of bounded on the 
west by the Atlantic ocean, 

He was also informed that by the 
end of June he would leave for 8 
weeks of training at a college in 
San Francisco, The letters we re- 
ceived from Lewis told that they 
were being put through a rigid 
physical and educational program, 

They were trying to acquaint 
them with foods, climate, and what 
it is like in Liberia, They didn’t 
teach them any foreign language 
because English is to be spoken 
there. They even went on a weeks 
trip in the mountains to get used 
to Mving without all the modern 
conveniences we enjoy and take for 
granted, 

To show further how fussy the 
Peace Corps is in selecting only 
the best houng men and women to 
send to foreign countries, quite a 
few were notifified after the 8 
weeks training that they were being 
dropped, as they still did not meet 
all the qualifications, 

In September Lewis came back 
from San Francisco to select and 
pack clothes and other incidentals 
he would need to take with him. 
He spent a hectic week. Because 
of the high humidity in Africa he 
had to buy articles made only of 
cotton and plastics, because wool- 
ens mildew and metals rust, Fi- 
nally, in tears, we saw him off, 

There were a group of about 160 
teachers. They were bringing the 
president a pair of doves signifying 
love and peace, and a nice box of 
cigars, 

Lewis had hoped to teaching in 
the bush country but was very for- 
tunate to be stationed in Monrovia, 
which is the capital of Liberia, He 
Was teaching in a new school and 
his pupils averaged in age from 
15 to 21, 

His letters describe Monrovia 
as being a very clean and quite 
modern city, His first letters 
mentioned that his students didn’t 
understand him and he didn’t un- 
derstand them, but after a few 
weeks that was remedied. 

He also mentioned that the people 
in Liberia were the friendliest 
people he had ever met, Citrus 
fruit and certain vegetables grow 
there in abundance and don’t cost 
much money, but there seemstobe 
a scarcity of meat, so they eat 
chicken mostly. He loves to go 
shopping in the market places as 
it reminds him of the North End 
of Boston, 

It is summer time there, now, 
and he is enjoying a vacation, 

We always ask him, inour letters 
if there is anything he would like 
us to send him and the answer is 
always not to send material things 
because the duty would be too high 
but to send educational material as 
they can always use more books and 
school supplies, 

In closing I will quote from a 
pamphlet we received from the 
Peace Corps saying that when par- 
ents are first informed by their 
children that they are going to vol- 
unteer in the Peace Corps the 
parents are prone to say ‘Over My 
Dead Body’ you'll join. But, after 
a few months these same parents 
are very proud to say - ‘You know, 
my son is in the Peace Corps!’ ’

A Wilmington home which is 
known to have been in existence 
for over 200 years, is being of- 
fered, free - to any person or 
organization who may want it, 

The Herbert C, Barrows home, 
on Woburn Street, near Lowell St., 
is being offered by Avco - with 
no strings attached except that it 
must be moved from its site. 

The Research and Advanced De- 
velopment Division of Aveo Corp- 
oration has purchased the proper- 
ty. The Barrow’s house andbarns 
are located on slightly less than 
two acres of land abutting the site 
of Avco/RAD’s five building com- 
plex, 

In 1957, the time of the original 
purchase of land for its building 
site, the company received an op- 
tion to buy the land upon which 
Mr, and Mrs, Herbert C, Barrows 
maintained their home,. This op- 
tion gave the company the right of 
‘first refusal’ if the remaining 
Barrows’ property was ever put 
up for sale, Recently, Mrs, Bar- 
rows contacted Avco/RAD to say 
that she had decided to sell the 
property, and on December 4 the 
company exercised its option and 
took title to the land. 

Since then, the company has 
been attempting to evaluate the 
possible historic interest and po- 
tential uses of the house and barns, 
Mr. John O, Curtis, curator of 
architecture for Old Sturbridge 
Village, and Mr. John F. Cole of 
Haverhill and Mr, Roger S, Webb 
of Belmont, noted antiquarians, 
recommended by the Society for the 
Preservation of New England An- 
tiquities, were all invited to in- 
spect the property and structures 
as a guideline for further action, 

Mr. Curtis was asked if Old 
Sturbridge Village would be inter- 
ested in removing the structures 
to the Village for restoration as 
a showplace, He felt that this was 
not feasible, since those interior 
features which lend historical im- 
portance to such a home have 
apparently long since -been 
changed. He cited the fact that 
the central chimney which one 
would expect to find in such a 
home, with attendant stair struc- 
tures and panelling, had been re~ 
moved late in the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 

All three gentlemen concurred 
in dating the Barrows’ structures 
to the 1760 period or somewhat 
earlier, 

As a result of these evaluations, 
and after considerable examina~ 
tion of the possible historical in- 
terest of the Barrows’ structures, 


Avco/RAD has decided to make the’ 


buildings available for sale to any 
qualified persons, institutions or 
companies wishing to remove them 
from the present location, either 
for the purpose of restoring them 
for residential or historical use, 
or in using the materials for o- 
ther purposes, Anyone interested 
in making an offer to Avco/RAD 
for the structures is invited to 
contact Mr. R, P, Sumberg, yice 
president and controller, at the 
company’s offices, 201 Lowell 
Street,
